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National Defense Department Opposed by Investigators

a end of the investigations into the aircraft controversy is in sight. The 
status of the four proceedings, which have been holding the attention of the 
country during the past few weeks, is as follows: 

1. The President’s Aircraft Board has unanimously joined in conclusions 
which contemplate sweeping reforms for the benefit of the personnel of the Air 
Service and its relations with the Army and the Navy. The report is being 
drafted by a subcommittee comprising the chairman, Mr. Dwight W. Morrow; 
the vice chairman, Judge Arthur C. Denison; and the secretary, Mr. William F. 
Durand. When the report is approved by the entire board it will be presented 
to the President at once. 

2. The Congressional Committee, presided over by Congressman Lampert, 
of Wisconsin, which has been investigating the aircraft question primarily, 
in an effort to find means to prevent manufacturers’ monopoly, will recom- 
mend a legal study of the entire subject. Its report also is being prepared 
by a subcommittee, and will be made public within a few days. 

8. Col. William Mitchell has presented his defense in justification of the 
sensational charges he made. His examination having been concluded, the 
prosecution is now offering testimony in refutation. The court will be in 
session at least two weeks longer, and then will register its findings with the 
Secretary of War. 

4. The Jones Court of Inquiry has finished its investigation of the Shenan- 
doah disaster, and is considering the facts adduced, preliminary to the prepa- 
ration of its report. The court is expected to sustain continued dirigible con- 
struction. 

Congress May Further Probe 


In view of the immense amount of information gathered by these various 
probing bodies, it would seem as though Congress could proceed at once with 
remedial legislation. But Congress does not always do the expected. Most 
of the members who have been in Washington during the past week have stated 
that further inquiry is unnecessary. But it may be that the inquiry conducted 
by the Jones Board into the Shenandoah disaster will be reviewed, and it would 
not be surprising should an investigation be instituted to determine whether 
or not there is any truth in the charges that the Departments and higher officers 
have intimidated officers in order to prevent them from testifying freely before 
congressional committees and authorized investigating bodies. If Colonel 
Mitchell should be found guilty, undoubtedly his friends in both Houses will 
insist upon a thorough examination of the entire case; and the Democrats, of 
course, will seize the opportunity to make political capital. 

There is no question that there has been a thorough exploration of the entire 
feld of aircraft administration, organization, construction, operation, and 
control. The President’s Aircraft Board examined 99 witnesses, flyers as well 
as nonflyers, the Cabinet officers concerned, and high ranking officers of both 
Services. There has been a long list of witnesses who appeared before the 
Mitchell Court. The Lampert Committee has been at work for months collect- 
ing data. The Shenandoah Board, besides examining witnesses, has had tests 
made by the Bureau of Standards. The President’s Aircraft Board, after having 
had the testimony printed, reassembled in Washington, and for days has been 
discussing the various points necessitating decision. The Lampert Committee, 
likewise has been in session. It has been considering with care a draft of the 
report prepared by Congressman Perkins, of New Jersey. The committee 
finally referred to a subcommittee, comprising Messrs. Lampert, Perkins and 
_ of California, the work of preparing the report based upon the Perkins 
raft. 

No Separate Air Department 


Just what recommendations will be made by the President’s Aircraft Board 
and the Lampert Committee is being kept a close secret. It seems to be the 
general impression that neither will favor the creation of a Department of 
National Defense, with the Army, Navy and Air Service as separate branches 
thereof, each under the control of an under secretary. Such a plan was offered 
by Colonel Mitchell as a solution of the Air controversy, and it was suggested 
as the ultimate to be attained by Major General Patrick. It is altogether likely 
that the Air Service will be retained under the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy, but it will undoubtedly be granted greater independence 
and recognition than it has hitherto enjoyed. Therefore, the idea of a unified 
or independent Air Service, under a Cabinet officer, also may be dismissed as 
without the view of the President’s Aircraft Board. Nor is the Lampert Com- 
mittee interested to the point of making such a proposal. ~ 





Senator Bingham, of Connecticut, member of the President’s Aircraft Board, 
reviewed briefly the testimony taken by the board in a speech delivered at New 
Haven. The Senator’s expressions are taken to represent the line of thought 
of other members of the Board, and for that reason, as well as the high source 
from which they emanate, it is important to print textually what he said on 
points of direct interest to the Services. He referred to the numerous investi- 
gations, congressional and otherwise, which have been made since 1917-18, 
nearly all of which “have served to cause the officers in the Air Service to spend 
an enormous amount of time in answering questions and digging up tables of 
statistics.” 

Senator Bingham referred to the five committees, boards or courts which 
are investigating the Air Services. The Lampert Committee, he continued, con- 
ducted prolonged hearings, the results of which have been published in six 
volumes, a total of 4,200 pages. “It may be of interest to note,” he observed, 
“that Colonel Mitchell was repeatedly requested to testify before this com- 
mittee, and was given an opportunity of stating his views at great length. 
The number of things which his testimony covered is shown by the fact that 
the mere index to it occupies 16 pages.” 


Marvels at Progress Made 


The Department of Commerce, in conjunction with the American Engineer- 
ing Council, also has been making an exhaustive study of the commercial 
aspects of aviation. Commenting on all these inquiries, Senator Bingham said: 

“In view of all these investigations and the score or more which preceded 
them during the past eight years, it is marvelous that the Government Air 
Services have had time to make any progress at all. It appears to be true 
that a very large portion of the time and effort of many of the ablest officers 
in the Army Air Service has been taken up with the requests for information 
of the different commissions of inquiry.” 

The President’s Aircraft Board did not attempt to duplicate the work of 
the Lampert Committee nor the Department of Commerce, but endeavored “to 
make a clear and complete cross section of all governmental activities relating 
to aviation.” Nearly a million words of testimony was taken “of which about 
50,000 came from Colonel Mitchell, who was requested by the board to ‘put 
everything in.’ ” , i 

Referring to the confusion of the public mind, Senator Bingham stated it 
was largely due to the circumstances that although certain advocates of a 
United Air Service had given the impression that such a Service was desired 
by all pilots and air men, the testimony brought out emphatically that a 
United Air Service was not desired by any Naval pilots. On the other hand, 
it was desired by a majority of the Army pilots. “The unanimity of the Naval 
pilots,” he concluded, “in their opposition to a United Air Service,” he observed, 
“was one of the most striking and unexpected features of the testimony.” 


Personnel the Root of Trouble 

“The testimony also brought out the fact,” the Senator continued, “that the 
majority of the pilots were clearly of the opinion that the chief troubles of the 
Air Services were not in connection with material but in connection with per- 
sonnel matters. No evidence was introduced tending to show that any country 
has developed a better type of fighting or pursuit plane than we have. On the 
contrary, it appears that the great majority of our types are better than those 
developed by any other country, while the great majority now possessed by 
other countries are in a class referred to by aviation enthusiasts as ‘obsolete or 
obsolescent’ planes. The testimony comes to show that America has made 
more progress than any other country in the development of the best airplane, 
the best accessories, and the soundest aeronautical theory. .The people’s money 
has not been spent in piling up a large number of airplanes which_would in a 
year or two become obsolete due to the rapid development of aviation, but has 
been spent in a remarkably wise program of research and experimentation. 
This program places us easily first in knowledge and in design.” 


Lampert Committee to Criticize Expenditures 
Like the President’s Aircraft Board, the Lampert Committee will make 
an unanimous report also. But provision will be made by the committee under 
which any member can submit his individual views. Mr. Reid, counsel for 
Colonel Mitchell, is a member of the Lampert Committee, and unquestionably 
he will file an independent statement. The committee’s report will be 15,000

National Defense and World Court Awaiting Congressional Action 


ONGRESS returns to Washington in December to find the World Court 

sitting on the steps of the Capitol waiting for an invitation to come in; 
the League of Nations peeking from around the Senate side to see what hap- 
pens to its offspring; tax reduction, already mapped out by the Ways and 
Means Committee, waiting for adoption; foreign debt funding agreements, 
waiting for ratification; Shipping Board squabbles bobbing back again into the 
lap of Congress; air Service reorganization and investigation uppermost in the 
public mind; and the national defenses at congressional mercy. 

These are but a few of the outstanding problems facing a body whose 
business it is to do anything from authorizing $1.50 for congressional spit- 
toons to declaring this country at war. 

The country sees the service problems with almost an united mind; it sees 
other national issues with a varying mind; but on international matters it is 
vigorously divided. 

“Let us keep free from entangling alliances,” urges William Randolph 
Hearst’s New York American (independent) in language reminiscent of Wash- 
ington’s Farewell Address. 

But we have avoided international alliances long enough, thinks the Louwis- 
wille Courier-Journal (Democratic), and “there is no justification whatever 
for further delays.” 

The American adds to its warning against “entangling alliances” this com- 
ment: “The well-meaning but misguided Americans who yearn for matrimonial 
relations between this Government and the Old World should recall the sad 
experiences we have had abroad and learn from them to keep our country free. 
Let us profit by experience and stay where the Lord evidently intended us to 
stay and thrive—in North America.” 

The “loud-mouthed minority” is denounced by the Newark News (inde- 
pendent), which says that “it is to the credit of President Coolidge that he 
refuses to be intimidated by the loud-mouthed minority determined to prevent 
an understanding between the United States and other nations.” 

“President Coolidge is facing the Senate 
with new members in that body,” observes the

fense appropriations.” The Times continues: “A Nation as rich as this and 
as traditionally opposed to military training on the part of all its male inhabit- 
ants, necessarily must make substantial preparations to resist attack until its 
civilian millions have been trained for military duty. Further sharp reduction 
in national defense appropriations would be calamitous. The President may act 
to prevent this undesirable situation. -If he does not do so, and if the various 
arms of the service are denied reasonable support, a situation will be developed 
that will be gravely dangerous both to the present and to the future of the 
Republic.” 

“This Nation can’t take chances on inferiority,” says the Salt Lake City 
(Utah) Citizen (Republican), “whether that be in man, gun, machine, or boat, 
If there is something wrong, let us right it.” 

The part the public must play in national defense is emphasized by the San 
Diego (Calif.) Union (Republican) in an editorial entitled “Reorganizing Our 
Defenses.” The Union comments: “The country is probably beginning to real- 
ize some of the consequences of maintaining a democratic military establishment, 
The first of these is that, if the Army and Navy are not allowed to dictate to 
the country—setting up their own requirements and calling upon the public 
to satisfy those requirements—the public which refuses to accept dictation is 
thereby bound to accept responsibility. It will take time to persuade the busy 
American people to realize this fact, but the persuasion is now in process. If 
the Army needs a measure of reorganization, so also does public opinion.”’ 

“Congress now and then kicks back,” says the Helena (Mont.) Record-Herald 
(Republican), referring to Congressman Madden’s statement before the Mor- 
row Aircraft Commission. ‘We find it doing so in the person of Congressman 
Madden, chairman of the House Appropriations Committee, who, apparently 
weary of having his legislative body made the goat for every blessed thing, took 
a hard whack at the Army and Navy Departments.” The editorial suggests 
that politics may have had something to do with the Madden statement, which 
“probably arose from resentment at charges emanating from Army and Navy 
sources that Congress has been stingy with 
Air Service appropriations; and yet it is prob-

If President Coolidge does wage a vigorous ’ 
fight for American entrance into the World “5 
Court, he will have the support of scores of ; 
newspapers, including the Pittsburgh Sun (in- 
dependent Democratic), which urges him to 
“come out of his trenches” and “give battle 
to the isolationists and anti-League of Na- 
tions Senators, toe to toe and no quarter, for 
common-sense international relationships.” 

In the fight, however,' the President will 
meet with opposition from many noted news- 
papers, including the Washington Post (inde- 
pendent), if its pre-Sixty-ninth Congress edi- 
torials indicate its permanent stand on the 
matter. The Philadelphia Public-Ledger (in- 
dependent) also views World Court member- 
ship with doubt, citing examples to illustrate 
the embarrassments that would attend Ameri- 
ean acceptance of the international court as 
set up by the League of Nations. But the 
Public-Ledger thinks the proposed reserva- 
tion by Senator Pepper, providing that ad- 
visory opinions of the court shall not be bind- 
ing upon the United States without its con- 
sent, would remove all danger.

Action 
along this line is just as necessary, believes 
the News, as the maintenance of the Army 
and Navy for the security of America. 

This note to Congress, re the national de- 
fense, is sounded by the Seattle Journal of Com- 
merce: “The people of the country are proud 
of their Army, Navy and Air Force and may 
be counted on to sift the wheat from the chaff 
when the shouting and the tumult die. The 
Army, Navy, and Air defenses live up to 
American reputation for efficiency. The pub- 
lic would have them favored to the extent of 
keeping them so.” 

About the frankest editorial opinion ex- 
pressing dissatisfaction with service problems 
comes from the Dinuba (Calif.) Advocate (in- 
dependent), which goes right to the heart of 
what it is thinking about, saying: “For more 
than a year the people of the United States 
have been forced to witness a disgraceful 
wrangle among Army and Navy officers of 
high rank over matters of grave concern to 
the national safety. Of the merits of this or 





whether the treaty-making power of the 
United States has authority to commit this 
Government to a foreign system which would have power to overrule the Con- 
stitution. This seems to be the strongest argument seized upon by anti-World 
Court editors in their present expressions against American membership in that 


body. 

But World Court, or no World Court, the Christian Science Monitor finds 
a new mood in America. The Monitor says “indications are to be found on 
every side that, regardless of any questions of World Court or League of Na- 
tions, the American people are feeling in a more trustful and amicable mood 
toward their neighbors.” 

And the other side of the Atlantic also is in a new mood, thinks the Louwis- 
ville Courier-Journal. The Journal says: “Locarno—as the agreement reached 
on Lake M ire is now termed—represents a state of mind, a change of heart, 
a departing sey the old attitude of international fear and distrust to one of 
mutual good will and helpfulness.” 

The sharp division of the editorial mind over the international problems as 
they relate to America is not found when our service problems are discussed. 
National defense is an uppermost thought in the editorial mind. The editors 
are stirred by the aircraft investigations and the Mitchell trial. They are 
stirred over threats of reduction of appropriations for the national defense. 

Speaking of the approaching session of Congress, the Seattle Times (inde- 
pendent) warns that already “there has been a too drastic curtailment of de-

experts vociferously express opinions as opposite as the poles. But one thing 
the taxpayers do know: They know that they are paying a lot of money for 
national defense, and they feel that they are not getting value received. And 
they want something done about it.” 

All right, what’s going to be done about it? Here’s an answer from the 
Tacoma Times (independent): “We must stick to the fundamentals of national 
defense. There is really nothing difficult about determining the kind of national 
defense we need. It must, of course, be well balanced and capable of function- 
ing on land or sea, or in the air, or under the water, anywhere, at any time, 
regardless of wind or weather. Which means that we need aircraft and plenty 
of the best; a bangup army capable of rapid expansion, and a navy of the 
kind approved by the best minds of the most powerful seafaring nations the 
world over.” 

President Coolidge’s address in New York a few days ago before the New 
York State Chamber of Commerce brought an editorial ovation. Coming im- 
mediately after the announcement of a substantial tax reduction program, the 
President’s words went further to convince the American editors that the 
country is in a prosperous condition.

“The foregoing figures and tables,” Admiral Moffett continues, “will show 
clearly the expenditures which have been made, under appropriation limitations, 
during the past six years in the support and development of naval aviation. 
The picture presented shows that of the total expended only 20.5 percent could 
be devoted to the purchase of new aircraft and equipment, 5 percent for experi- 
ments and development, 7.5 percent for additions and betterment to plant, while 
the remaining 67 percent was required for maintenance and operating expenses. 

“Under legislative restriction the whole sum could not have been expended 
for aircraft, even had it been the part of wisdom to do so. It has been just as 
important to provide station equipment and to maintain and operate the 
squadrons and stations as it has been to procure new aircraft, and it is believed, 
in the expenditure of the sums appropriated, that full value has been received 
in every department of the Navy’s air development.” 

Admiral Moffett states that $12,428,746.44 was expended during the six-year 
period for experiments and developments. This sum represents 12% percent of 
the aviation appropriation, or 6% percent of all appropriations contributing to 
the support of the Navy’s air activities. There was expended during the same 
six-year period for new construction and improvements at air stations, and 
for the conversion of one vessel into an airplane carrier and another into an 
airplane tender, the sum of $12,570,131.34. Including catapults and arresting 
devices and mooring masts ashore and afloat, this figure amounts to $14,102,- 
804.74, about 14 percent of the appropriation “aviation Navy” or 7% percent 
of the gross total of all expenditures.

4 court-martial proceedings in the case of Col. William Mitchell, Air 
Service, U.S.A., being tried in Washington on a charge of Violation of the 
96th A.W., was continued this week with Colonel Mitchell taking the witness 
stand on November 23 and continuing until November 25, when the court 
adjourned until after Thanksgiving Day. The outstanding features of Colonel 
Mitchell’s cross-examination up to the time that the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
went to press were that when Maj. Allen W. Gullison, U.S.A., the assistant trial 
judge advocate, asked Colonel Mitchell a number of questions regarding his 
assertions in his statement of September 5, in which he charged “criminal 
negligence and almost treasonable negligence” against the War and the Navy 
Departments. The colonel explained that these statements were “opinions” 
rather than “facts.” 

Colonel Mitchell also admitted that a number of other statements he had 
made were all a matter of “opinion.” These admissions were considered very 
important points for the prosecution. 

Colonel Mitchell still asserted that the Army airmen were forced to use 
unfit planes, and “it constitutes criminal negligence,” he said, “to keep us flying 
in the D.H. and J.N. ships, which are only flying coffins.”

words in length, and will include copious extracts from the testimony taken. 
It discusses extensively the question of monopoly arising from patents and 
cross licenses, It recognizes that the legal tangle which has developed regard- 
ing aircraft inventions, needs legal experience to unravel, and therefore recom- 
mends the use of thoroughly qualified legal talent to this end. The report 
then refers to the friction which exists between the Army and the Navy and 
the Air Service, insists that this must be eliminated, and demands that there 
shall be more harmonious cooperation in the matter of air operation between 
the several departments concerned—the War, the Navy, Commerce and Post 
Office Departments. The report will sharply criticize the manner in which 
Government funds have been expended in connection with air development, 
and this will not make good reading for either service.

In other words, 
the committee will favor the distribution of contracts so as to keep manufac- 
tures constantly at work.

From the point of view of experimental and research work the following are some 
of the accomplishments : -

principally by the Navy in conjunction with the trade. :

5. The design of the Shenandoah was the first large rigid airship design ever 
undertaken in this country. . ; 

6. The design and installation of catapults on board United States ships is far in 
advance of that of any other country. Catapults have now advanced to such a degree 
that planes are catapulted from ships on signal. 

7. The Navy holds the seaplane speed record of the world. 

8. Developed the use of the Langley arresting gear, which we believe is at least 
equal to that of any nation. ; 

9. Developed two planes of the patrol type, one of which (the PN type) holds 
the world’s endurance record for seaplanes and has made the longest flight over water 
ever accomplished. The other type, which has as yet had little opportunity to operate, 
holds even greater promise. Both of these types embody large metal hulls which have 
proved in service that they are highly desirable and serviceable. 

10. Has established an aeronautical-engine laboratory, the equal to any in existence. 

11. Our experimentation with radio accomplished the following: 

The first radio broadcasting on a regular schedule was carried out by naval per- 
sonnel at the naval air station, Anacostia. 

In conjunction with the Bureau of Engineering air navigation by radio compass 
was shown to be practicable during the trans-Atlantic flight in 1919, and has steadily 
been developed since that time. 

During the trans-Atlantic flight the NC planes maintained two-way radio com- 
munication a distance of 840 miles during daylight, a record not yet surpassed. 

The weight of aircraft radio has been gradually reduced, and at the same time the 
range of the set per pound of weight has been greatly increased. 

The present Navy tube transmitter set for aircraft is the superior of any set de- 
veloped in the United States, and probably the equal, if not the superior, of any set in 
existence. 

From the point of view of organization and operation the following are essential 
accomplishments : 

1. At the behest of the Navy Department a Bureau of Aeronautics in the Navy 
Department was established by an act of Congress in 1921. 

2. The Navy created a real naval-aviation organization that is a fleet air arm for 
operation with the fleet in squadrons from aircraft carriers, and from ships of all 
classes—battleships, cruisers, destroyers, submarines, and train vessels. Its functions 
in coast defense have been designated by the joint board and approved by the Secre- 
taries of the Navy and War. 

3. In order to carry out its missions a detailed policy and estimates have been 
drawn up. As far as appropriations have been available the plan has been curried out. 

4. At the conclusion of the World War naval aviation consisted principally of 
large fying boats or patrol planes. Since that time the Navy has been developing 
types of planes to be used from all classes of surface vessels, and it may now be said 
that aviation is in the fleet. 

5. The experimental carrier has been operating planes successfully, including a 
fully loaded and equipped bombing and torpedo plane. 

The Navy is now operating 140 planes with the fleet, and this number is gradu- 
ally increasing. This comprises 10 squadrons. 

7. There has been organized and maintained a highly efficient Marine Corps avia- 
tion unit for expeditionary work. 

8. The Shenandoah, designed, built, and manned by the United States Navy, 
cruised over 30,000 miles, including crossing the continent to the northwest Pacific 
coast and return to Lakehurst. Further, she and her sister ship, the Los Angeles, 
successfully moored to the mast on the Patoka. The Patoka’s mast is the only 
mobile mast in existence, and the idea of it originated with the United States Navy. 

9. The Los Angeles is operating successfully and has cruised to Bermuda, and will 
probably cruise to Panama and perhaps to Europe to prove whether rigid air ships 
are practicable for commercial purposes. 

10. Accidents have been reduced by careful regulation and inspection. 

11. In addition to an organization of the regular naal aviation the bureau has 
drawn up a complete organization for reserve naval aviation based on the 13 naval 
districts, and with the money available has established three double reserve aviation 
operating units. 

he following may be said in regard to the cooperation with the trade and other 
Government departments: 

The Navy has encouraged and cooperated with the industry as much as possible 
under the laws, and has not competed with the industry. It has used all available 
agencies in the Navy Department itself and at naval stations. It has cooperated

And finally, the Navy has minded its own business, has obeyed orders, has not 
impugned the motives, criticized nor attacked a sister service. The Navy has loyally, 
and it is believed efficiently, carried out the approved policy of the Secretary of the 
Navy and of its commander in chief, the President of the United States. 

EW YORK NATIONAL GUARD BREAKS RECORD FOR ATTEND. 

ANCE.—A remarkable record of attendance at field service at the summer 
camps of 1925, ordered by the War Department, has been reached by the 
National Guard of New York, and all its previous records have been broken. 

The total number of officers and men present of the National Guard force, 
the largest in the United States, was 20,015, which was 731 in excess of any 
previous year. The percentage of attendance at field training for this large 
force reached the very high figure of 89.21, which is 4.48 percent larger than 
any previous record, and General Berry, the commander of the state force, 
is highly elated at the record attained. 

Thirteen of the 35 organizations in camp had over 90 percent as compared 
with 9 in 1924 and 5 in 1923. Four had under 80 percent as compared with 7 
in 1924 and 11 in 1923. 

The largest regiment which attended camp was the 10th Infantry with 1,308 
present. Others over 1,000 were the 105th Infantry, 1,184; 245th Artillery, 
1,128; 108th Infantry, 1,118; 71st Infantry, 1,106; 165th Infantry, 1,092; 174th 
Infantry, 1,060; 14th Infantry, 1,035; 107th Infantry, 1,031; and 106th Infantry, 
1,007. Ten regiments paraded over 1,000 men as compared with seven in 1924 
and five in 1923.

NFANTRY SUFFERED 76 PERCENT OF UNITED STATES OFFICER 

CASUALTIES IN WORLD WAR.—The commissioned personnel of the In- 
fantry branch of the Army suffered more than 76 percent of all the battle 
deaths among officers during the World War, according to the latest statistical 
report compiled in the War Department. Of the total of 2,285 officers who were 
killed in action or died of wounds, 1,756 were Infantrymen, the actual percentage 
of all deaths being 76.9. Based on data received from the Graves Registration 
Service in France and from other available sources the figures dealing with 
World War casualties are constantly being revised by the War Department. 

Of the commissioned Infantry battle deaths, 1,259 were killed in action and 
497 died as the result of wounds received in battle, among the latter being 
Brig. Gen. Edward Sigerfoos, Infantry, the only general officer of the American 
Army whose life was lost in action. 

The second greatest number of battle deaths, according to the revised tables, 
was borne by the Air Service; the deaths in this branch were 8.4 percent of the 
aggregate for the Army’s commissioned personnel. One hundred and seventy- 
five Air Service officers were killed in action and 16 died of wounds. 

The Field Artillery battle deaths, 103 in all, comprised 4.5 percent of the 


total. Other battle deaths of officers, by branches of the service, were:

The greatest number of battle deaths among the officers, by grades, was 
suffered by first lieutenants, of whom 717 were killed in action and 282 died of 
wounds, this total of 999 battle deaths being 43.7 percent of the aggregate. 
Among the second lieutenants there were 705 killed in action and 253 who died 
of wounds, 41.9 percent of the total. 

In the grade of captain there were 264 killed in action or died of wounds— 
44 majors, 14 lieutenant colonels, 5 colonels, and 1 brigadier general. 
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OMDR. JOHN RODGERS, LT. COMDR. R. E. BYRD, U.S.N., AND PARTY 
RECEIVE COMMENDATION.—Comdr. John Rodgers, U.S.N., who will 
report for duty as Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy Depart- 
ment, shortly, and Lt. Comdr. Richard E. Byrd, U.S.N., Ret., have received 
letters of commendation from Secretary of the Navy Wilbur. Each officer and 
man of the PN9—No. 1 crew on the West Coast-Hawaiian flight, under com- 
mand of Commander Rodgers, and of the Navy Flying Unit with the McMillan 
Arctic Expedition, under command of Lieutenant Commander Byrd, U.S.N., also 
received letters commending them on the part they played in the two expeditions. 
The letter to Commander Rodgers, after detailing the history of the flight 
to the time the PN9 No. 1 was found, says: “During this long period of nine 
days, undeterred by the hardships experienced, and the fact that the surface 
ships had been unsuccessful in their search, you sailed the PN9 No. 1 as a sur- 
face craft a distance of approximately 400 miles and were only about 15 miles 
from the Island of Kauai, T. H., when found by the U.S.S. R4. 

“It appears that your courage during this trying period was unfailing, and 
that your indomitable spirit was infused into your crew. Due to your resource- 
fulness, determination, and ability, the PN9 No. 1 was brought safely into port 
with all of its crew in good physical condition. 

“The department takes great pleasure in commending you for your excellent 
seamanship and for your exemplary conduct on this voyage, by air and sea, 
which was in keeping with the best traditions of the service.” 

The crew of the PN9 No. 1 who received individual commendations are: Lt. 
B. J. Connell; Otis J. Stantz, chief radioman; Skiles B. Pope and William 
Bowlin, aviation pilots, all U.S.N.

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OMING ASSIGNMENT OF GENERAL NOLAN SUBJECT OF ARMY 

GOSSIP.—Speculation is already rife as to what duties Maj. Gen. Dennis 
E, Nolan, U.S.A., now serving as Deputy Chief of Staff, War Department, will 
be assigned to a few months hence, when he is due to be relieved and ordered 
to duty with troops. Although nothing official has been determined about the 
matter at this writing, and may not be for several months yet, General Nolan, 
it is expected, will be relieved from his present duties about March next. 

As Maj. Gen. Charles T. Menoher, who is now in command of the 9th Corps 
Area, with headquarters at San Francisco, will retire for age on March 20 
next, it was considered by the wiseacres as very likely that General Nolan 
might be ordered to succeed General Menoher in command on the Pacific Coast. 
As orders were issued by the War Department this week, however, directing 
Maj. Gen. James H. McRae, commanding the Philippine Department, to pro- 
ceed to the United States and command the 9th Corps Area, it would seem 
to dispose of the view that General Nolan will be ordered there. When Gen- 
eral McRae leaves the Philippines, the senior general officer there, which is 
Maj. Gen. William Weigel, who is now in command of the Philippine Division, 
will it is expected be assigned to command the department, and General Nolan 
may be ordered to command the Philippine Division. This is at least logical. 

The assignment in question would be in line of that required of General 
Nolan, when he is relieved at Washington, for he must now be assigned to 
duty with troops. An assignment to a Corps Area or department is also duty 
with troops. Of course there may be some unlooked for vacancy among the 
general officers list by a voluntary retirement, or casualty, which may change 
the situation entirely. 


‘ERMAN STATEMENT ON WORLD WAR BOMBING CREATES STIR IN 
MILITARY CIRCLES HERE.—A German viewpoint on the efficiency of 
bombing planes in the face of anti-aircraft gun opposition has created consid- 
erable comment in American military circles. The statements concerning Ger- 
man airplane operations during the World War come from a noted foreign 
authority, Maj. G. P. Neumann, of the German Air Force. 

The German air officer stated that after the first air raids by German 
planes over England the increased efficiency of British anti-aircraft guns to 
protect London made it necessary for German machines to fly at a height of 
at least 17,000 feet, and official orders were issued to that effect. Other 
information the major has given includes the following: 


The first air raids over London, made by Zeppelins in 1915, were delivered 
at a heighth under 3,000 feet, owing to the weakness of aerial defenses. In 
1916 so effective had the anti-aircraft defense become that the Germans suf- 
fered losses at 9,000 feet. 

Fighting squadrons of airplanes when organized were maneuvered as high 
as 15,000 or 18,000 feet. 

Numerous disasters to German airplanes are noted by Major Neumann, 
when under orders the airmen flew over enemy battlefields in the day time 
to make observations at a low altitude to get desired information. 

Towards the end of 1917 the advisability of discontinuing patrol work over 
the main battle ground was seriously considered by the German high com- 
mand, owing to the heavy casuaities suffered by their planes through the very 
efficient aerial defenses of the allies. 

Single reconnaissance machines were constantly shot down while flying low 
on the British front about Cambrai. 

Among other activities the Somme bridges at Bray and St. Christ were 
successfully attacked by 24 machines from a height of only 200 feet, and 
so demoralized the British reserve column of troops and supplies on their way 
to the front to reinforce the line that the sorely pressed German troops had 
time to consolidate on new positions, instead of possibly suffering a rout. 

German “trench strafing” machines were later constructed of metal, with 
the pilots and observers cockpits heavily armored with chrome nickel steel, 
that kept out armor-piercing bullets. This enabled the planes to carry out 
their work without the heavy casualties before experienced. These machines 
flew over enemy trenches at a heighth of only 150 to 200 feet, and dropped 
hand grenades and fired machine guns at enemy infantry with telling effect. 


HO WILL BE PRESIDENT OF NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION OF 

THE UNITED STATES?~—Although the convention of the National Guard 
Association of the United States is nearly two months away speculation is 
rife as to who will be elected the next president of this organization when it 
meets at the Ponce de Leon Hotel, St. Augustine, Fla., on Jan. 14, 15 and 16. 

Rumors reaching Washington this week were to the effect that the Middle 
West, Northwest, and the Guardsmen on the Pacific slope are determined that 
the next president of the association will be from one of these three sections 
of the country. At the present time Brig. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, who is 
in command of the Maryland National Guard, is serving his second term as 
president of the association. The guardsmen from Texas strongly endorse 
Maj. Gen. John A. Hulen, now commanding the 36th Infantry Division, with 
headquarters at Houston, Tex. The hopes of the Louisiana supporters hinge 
on Brig. Gen. L. A. Toombs, who is not only The Adjutant General of the 
State, but the commander of the 62d Infantry Brigade, 31st Division. 

The candidate from the west is ably represented in the person of Brig. Gen. 
Charles I. Martin, commander of the 69th Infantry Brigade, 35th Division, 
with headquarters at Topeka, Kans. National Guardsmen from the Empire 
State, even though the West insists that the next président should be a west- 
erner, are grooming Brig. Gen. Franklin W. Ward, now commanding the 53rd 
Infantry Brigade, Albany, N. Y., for the place. The Middle West also has a 
candidate in the person of Maj. Gen. Benson W. Hough, commanding the 37th 
Infantry Division, Columbus, Ohio. With these five candidates already being 
mentioned in connection with the approaching vacancy the field will probably 
be doubled by the time that the convention is called to order in St. Augustine 
on January 14 next. It can be counted as a certainty that the western states 
will put up a hard fight to elect a president coming from their own section. 
The East will not relinquish the association’s presidential office without a 
struggle equally strong it is predicted. 





RITISH COMPLAIN OF TOO MUCH PAPER WORK.—It is not alone the 
U. S. Army that is overburdened with useless paper work, for now comes 
a wail that the British Navy has more than its share of needless paper work 
inflicted upon it. “So many forms have to be filled up and so many returns 
made,” says the Hampshire Telegraph and Post, “that the lives of executive 
officers in command and of accountant officers are made burdensome. Much of 
this ‘paper’ has no practical use. If it were abolished, the navy would be just 
as efficient and officers would not be obliged to waste their time in the futile 
occupation of filling up pigeonholes.” 


OARD TO NOMINATE A REAR ADMIRAL IN NAVY: CONSTRUCTION 

CORPS.—Who will be selected to fill the vacancy which occurs in the Con- 
struction Corps of the Navy on January 23 through the retirement of Rear Adm. 
John G. Tawresey, CC, U.S.N., for age? This question will be settled by a 
board consisting of Rear Adms. W. L. Capps, D. W. Taylor (Ret.), Robert 
Stocker, John G. Tawresey, and Commodore L. Bankson (Ret.), all Construction 
Corps, U.S.N., who will make a nomination when the board convenes Decem- 
ber 1, with Lt. T. F. O’Brien, CC, U.S.N., acting as recorder. 


Prominently mentioned for flag rank are Capts. Elliott Snow, George H. 
Rock, Horatio G. Gillmor, Richard Morgan Watt, senior captains in the Con- 
struction Corps, and Rear Adm. John D. Beuret, CC, U.S.N., present Chief of 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 


In addition to Admiral Beuret, three of the captains are new on duty in the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, while one is in Philadelphia. 


Captains Snow, Rock and Gillmor are the officers on duty in the bureau, 
Captain Rock being assistant to the chief and Captain Gillmor being a member 
of the Board of Inspection and Survey. Captain Watt is manager of the Navy 
Yard, Philadelphia. 

Practically any one of the five officers stands good chance of being selected 
as all have excellent Service records. If the board which makes the nomination 
names Admiral Beuret, he will be the second Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair to be given permanent flag rank. Admiral Taylor, one of the 
members of the board, was promoted to permanent flag rank while Chief of 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 


ENERAL STAFF INSTITUTES STUDY ON AIR SERVICE REPLACE- 
MENT RATE.—The General Staff has instituted a study “with a view to 
making proper correction in the Air Service replacement rate, as shown in the 
War Department general mobilization plan.” The study is the result of testi- 
mony given before the President’s Aircraft Board by Maj. H. H. Arnold, Air 
Service, to the effect that “the General Staff, at present has contemplated 23 
percent replacement for Air Service officers per month for the theater of 
operations against 6 percent for the Infantry. In connection with Major Ar- 
nold’s statement, secretary Davis has sent the following letter to the Presi- 
dent’s Aircraft Board: 


“The replacement rates used in the War Department general mobilization plan, 
and referred to by Major Arnold, were intended to provide data showing the average 
monthly casualties by arm or branch of service, for all officers in the theater of 
operations. 

“The figures used for all branches, except Cavalry and Air Service, were obtained 
from World War Records in the American Expeditionary Forces, by dividing the total 
number of officer casualties in each branch, by the total number of officers of that 
branch in the theater of operations, and then dividing the resulting percentage by 
7, to obtain the monthly replacement rate, on the assumption that all American Ex- 
peditionary Forces losses occurred during the last seven months of the war. If this 
method is used for the Air Service, the monthly replacement rate for that branch, 
would be 1.27 percent, to which should be added 0.75 percent for ordinary sick, giving 
a total of 2.02 percent. 


“The figure of 23 percent per month replacement for Air Service officers, now 
appearing in the War Department general mobilization plan, was obtained from a 
study made in the office of the Chief of 
Air Service, which was based on casualties 
in combat units at the front only. It is 
apparent that such a basis for figuring re- 
placement on all officers in the theater of 
operations, is incorrect, and the matter is 
now receiving more detailed study, with 
a view to making proper correction in the 
Air Service replacement rate, as shown in 
a War Department general mobilization 
plan.

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EPORT OF CHIEF OF FIELD ARTILLERY, U.S.A.—While inspections 

conducted by Maj. Gen. W. J. Snow, Chief of Field Artillery, U.S.A., dur- 
ing the past fiscal year have shown that the Regular Field Artillery has made 
marked advances in efficiency, the desired standard of efficiency however has 
not been reached for several reasons, the most outstanding of which are lack 
of suitable quarters at many stations, necessitating large fatigue details to 
maintain them, and the fact that the Regular Army is overloaded and over- 
worked in carrying out its part of the National Defense plan. 

The rotating of officers in the various duties appropriate to their grade 
during the period of their assignment to Regular troops, duty should be given 
the most careful attention by senior officers concerned, in view of the com- 
paratively short time that officers are assigned to actual duty with troops under 
present conditions, 

The above information is contained in the annual report of General Snow, 
wee made public this week. Other extracts from the report are the 

ollowing: 


It is believed that duty with a firing battery is the only practical basic applied 
training for junior officers. Every effort should be made to keep firing batteries up 
to their full authorized strengths in officers. 

In January, 1924, this arm had but 71 percent of its authorized enlisted strength, 
while other arms were over strength. During the last fiscal year the distribution of 
recruits to the various services has been equalized and immediate and marked im- 
provements in efficiency in this arm has resulted. 

The National Guard Field Artillery has a total authorized strength of 2,390 
officers and 30,800 enlisted. Since the war the growth of the National Guard has 
been rapid and its improvement marked. It is essential that the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the guard, selected in time of peace, have the physical and mental qualifi- 
cations which will permit of their functioning efficiently in time of war, and that they 
have the ability and sufficient time to qualify themselves for the offices they must 
fill in war. 

The total number of Field Artillery Reserve officers on June 30, 1925, was 8,899. 
The total number of Reserve Field Artillery officers considered necessary in the event 
of a major emergency may be placed at 20,000 leaving the Field Artillery service 
short at the present time approximately 11,000 reserve officers. 

Instruction given in the General and Special Service Schools has assisted officers 
materially in the technique of drawing up training programs and schedules, but this 
ability is far from being an unmixed blessing. Frequently there is an over emphasis 
on the schedule itself, a tendency to regard the schedule itself as of importance, 
rather than as a means to an end. 

It cannot be emphasized too strongly that the development of initiative and self- 
reliance in the personnel of a command is of far greater importance and more enduring 
value to the service than uniform perfection of training of a unit during any one year. 

For Field Artillery Reserve officers it is felt that the desired ends can be accom- 
plished best by devoting the summer training for these officers to practical Field 
Artillery instruction, including service practice. Training during the winter should 
be of a nature to best prepare officers for this practical summer training. The corre- 
spondence courses are of recognized value to reserve officers and they should be 
encouraged and urged to take them. However, practical training is of far greater 
importance to Field Artillery officers, 

Generally speaking, the 20 Field Artillery R.O.T.C. units inspected during the 
last fiscal year under the direction of the Chief of Field Artillery, were found to 
be in excellent condition.

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EPORT OF CHIEF OF COAST ARTILLERY, U.S.A.—It can not be as- 
sumed that an effective defense could be made of our important harbors 
and naval bases with a Regular Army enlisted strength of approximately 3,400 
and a National Guard strength of approximately 7,300 when there would be 
required 46,730 enlisted men for a complete manning of the fixed armament 
in war. The Regular Army and National Guard strength assigned to railway, 
tractor and antiaircraft artillery is fully as far below a reasonable minimum. 
The above is the outstanding feature of the annual report of Maj. Gen. F. W. 
Coe, U.S.A., Chief of Coast Artillery, made public this week. 
Other extracts from the report are the following: 


; Inspections of Regular regiments in the United States have indicated that train- 
ing programs now in effect are too crowded and regimental commanders are finding 
it difficult to maintain a high state of morale in their commands. 

Reports of target practice show improvement in fire against simulated naval 
targets during the year. ‘There has been an increase in the number of hits per gun 
per minute, and in the firing ranges and a decrease in the times of making adjust- 
ments from observation of fire by battery commanders. 

During one target practice in each Coast Artillery district battery personnel has 
been subjected to a gas attack. These firings have emphasized the need for gas masks 
suitable for the personnel operating telephone and optical instruments. ‘This has 
been brought to the attention of the War Department and the development of a 
suitable mask is in progress. 

The predominant features of the training of Organized Reserves during this year 
have been the training of organizations as units, the more intimate supervision over 
active and inactive training by unit executives, the increased interest taken in the 
Army Correspondence Courses, the inauguration of periodical conferences on artillery 
subjects in certain centers and the training of officers for war time duty in this 
office and at the Coast Artillery School. 

Up to this time it has not been possible to train properly in anti-aircraft methods 
the personnel of the 17 Anti-aircraft Artillery regiments located in the central part 
of the United States, owing to there being no regular Coast Artillery anti-aircraft 
regiment to form a training center for these units of the Organized Reserves. Proper 
training can be given to these units and the three National Guard regiments similarly 
situated only by organizing and stationing a regular anti-aircraft regiment at some 
point in that region, * * * 

he .50 caliber machine gun has been adopted as the standard machine gun for 
anti-aircraft defense. As soon as funds can be made available .50 caliber machine 
guns should be supplied to all Coast Artillery units for anti-aircraft defense in re- 
placement of the .3U caliber machine guns and automatic rifles still in service. 

The new 38-inch anti-aircraft gun, Model 1923-E, on mobile trailer mount, under- 
xoing test at Fort Monroe, embodies many improvements and, when it is finally 
approved for manufacture, immediate steps should be taken to provide for the replace- 
ment of the 38-inch anti-aircraft gun Model 1918, on auto trailer mount now being 
used by our anti-aircraft organizations. * * * 

Sound locating devices for detecting and tracking airplanes at night with a view 
to their Li.umination by searchlights have been issued by the Ordnance Department for 
experment, ‘This deveiopment work is considered of great importance and will be 
pushed to compietion as raphy as funds permit. 

‘Phe new type of 60-.nch searchlight is an inclosed light of greater power without 
increase of weight. Nine of these new lights, with improved control apparatus, have 
been ordered anu are Under manuiaciure, * * * 

General Coe urges the necessity ior increased activity in the development of our 
anti-aircrait service. The anti-aircra:t service is, at a point he says, where original 
investigations and extended trials of new designs and methods are imperative. 








NNUAL REPORT OF CHIEF OF AIR SERVICE; U.S.A.—Realizing the 

importance of bringing the Air Service personnel up to a high point of 
efficiency in the use of machine guns, this form of training has been stressed 
during the past year. The result has been a marked improvement in aerial 
marksmanship. In the First Pursuit Group alone, the figures show that the 
improvement has been over 300 percent.. As an incentive to further effort in 
this regard, the Annual Machine Gunnery and Bombing Matches were devised. 


During the past year much has been done to better the Air Service, its 
training and its equipment. The spirit which animates it is evidenced by the 
fact that more flying was done than in any previous peace year with a resulting 
improvement in the effectiveness of this arm, in its readiness to do its part 
in any emergency. 


The above is a statement made by Maj. Gen. M. M. Patrick, U.S.A., Chief 
of Air Service, which was issued this week, in which he also said: 


“In preparing this report I have endeavored to do three things: To show 
the work done during the past year; To stress the real importance of the Air 
Service as a combat arm; To set forth its present condition and what must be 
done for its betterment; To make recommendations which will improve exist- 
ing unfavorable conditions with the general purpose ever foremost of making 
proper provision for a well balanced and adequate National Defense.” 


Among the recommendations made by General Patrick, and which he urges 
be put into effect are the following: 


Authorize an Air Corps, giving the Air Service a status in the Army similar to 
that of the Marine Corps in the Navy Department. LEither revise existing tables 
of organization for the Air Service component to provide for Quartermaster and 
Signal units, or so increase those branches of the Army until they can do this work 
so that it will no longer be necessary for Air Service men to be detailed to perform 
these duties. 

Increase the Air Service to that recommended by the Lassiter Board. Provide 
sufficient funds to supply safe flying equipment for at least existing units and per- 
sonnel. Authorize a separate budget for the Air Corps to embrace under one appro- 
priation title the entire cost of the Air Service. 

Provide funds and adopt a definite and adequate housing program to take the 
Air Service out of the present temporary structures, which are inadequate, unhealthy, 
and unsuited to the purposes they are serving. 

Authorize a separate promotion list for the Air Service, with a proper system for 
the procurement, assignment, promotion, elimination and retirement of Air Service 
personnel, 

Recognize the importance of an Air Force and increase the ratio of Air Force 
over Air Service units in its present strength. Allot more warrant officers. Increase 
the number of flying cadets. Effect no further reduction in civilian, technical per- 
sonnel. Provide funds to complete the construction and removal to the new site and 
for carrying on the much needed and important work. 

Adopt a definite aircraft building program to cover a period of years. Provide 
sufficient funds to put in service new equipment as it is developed and standardized. 

Base the training and all other activities upon the amounts of flying equipment 
and supplies available. Make provision for increasing the output of the special service 
schools, particularly the advanced and primary flying schools. 

Move the Attack Group from Kelly Field, San Antonio, Tex., to Rockwell Field, 
San Diego, Calif. Authorize the projected Panama flight. Conclude all training 
programs of tactical units with combined Air Force maneuvers. 

R.O.T.C., National Guard and Organized Reserves.—Increase allotments so that 
additional National Guard squadrons may be provided in the states desiring them. 
Train proportionally more territorial and less branch assignment officers. Increase 
allotments for one year’s training of Reserve officers with tactical units. Increase 
the number of R.O.T.C. units. 

Civil and Commercial Aviation.—Secure suitable Federal legislation for the proper 
control of commercial aeronautics.

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EPORT OF CHIEF OF CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE.—The new 

Italian Military Chemical Service conforms almost exactly to our service, 
with only the changes necessary to conform to the special conditions in Italy. 
Of particular interest are the recent chemical warfare developments in Russia 
where that portion of the national defense has been launched on a large scale, 
backed by great public enthusiasm. The above important announcement is 
contained in the annual report of Maj. Gen. H. A. Fries, U.S.A., Chief of 
Chemical Warfare Service, just issued. 


Other extracts from the report follow: 


Despite the many disadvantages under which we have labored, the morale of 
officers, men and civilian employees is excellent. Nevertheless, without a drastic 
increase in appropriations, we will soon be the weakest among the half dozen most 
powerful nations in chemical warfare. 

Both the commissioned and enlisted personnel of the Chemical Warfare Service 
are inadequate in numbers for the proper performance of the duties allotted to this 
service. A minimum of 104 officers and 1,200 enlisted men are necessary and should 
be provided. These are such small numbers, comparatively, that it is poor economy 
not to allow them to the Chemical Warfare Service. The number of enlisted men 
is so small that the lst Gas Regiment is almost unable to function as a laboratory 
for chemical weapons. 

The Chemical Warfare Branch of the O.R.C. had reached the strength of 847 
officers on June 30, 1925. All Reserve officers have been given an initial assignment 
of war duties and the machinery for initiating their training in those duties has been 
organized. We have used great care in the selection of our Reserve Officers, and 
while the total is small I feel that we have gathered together an excellent technical 
force which can be relied upon in an emergency. 

General Fries deplores the lack of funds to provide for necessary supplies of 
various descriptions, including gas masks. He tells of the importance of Chemical 
Warfare Service for national defense and pleads for its upkeep.

President Backs Pershing _ 
RESIDENT COOLIDGE is squarely behind General Pershing in the steps 
the latter is taking to settle permanently the Tacna _and Arica question. 

More than the President, public opinion in this country is emphatically back 

of the General. Both Peru and Chile have been guilty, directly or indirectly, 

of underhanded attempts to discredit the General in his efforts to assure a 

plebiscite which will express truly the wishes of the inhabitants ee gree 

the future sovereign of the territory at stake. The propaganda which t - 

attempts produced has proved a boomerang, for it has strengthened, rat a! 

than diminished, the confidence of the American people in the wisdom an 

judgment of their greatest soldier. Chile has made a gesture of ——_ 
from the plebiscitary Commission on the alleged ground of unnecessary de- 
lay in the promulgation of the regulations for the control of the plebiscite. 

Here, this is regarded as a reflection upon the good faith of the ne 

arbitrator, and has provoked sharp criticism of Chile in official and editoria 

circles. President Coolidge has shown his disapproval by authorizing, as re- 
quested by General Pershing, the dispatch of American Army officers to. con- 
trol the agencies directing the plebiscite. Their activities will assure the cast- 
ing of votes by those duly qualified and a fair count thereafter. Other steps 
will be taken, if necessary, to establish the full faith and credit of this gov- 
ernment and people in General Pershing and his handling of a difficult and 
ion. ; ; 
err" ended —~end this warning has the acquiesence of the Washington 
authorities—that General Pershing has ample power to hold the plebiscite 
with or without the cooperation of Chile or Peru or both. Thus, there is no 
doubt, the plebiscite will be held, and the decision rendered by the people there- 
under, so tar as the United States is concerned, will be regarded as final. In 
other words, Chile and Peru should understand that the voice of General 

Pershing is the voice of the American people, and that they will not tolerate 

attempts to discredit their representative or efforts to keep alive a dispute 

which is’a constant menace to the peace of the Western Hemisphere. 


New Method of Expenditures 
RESIDENT COOLIDGE has adopted a sound policy with reference to Army 
Pp and Navy expenditures which will receive and merit the approval of the 
services. He has announced that he favors appropriations for the departments 
of the Army and Navy in such blanket form as to leave to the officials and 
officers in charge the duty of so parcelling them out as to assure the best re- 
sults from their use. In other words, he wants provision made for every es- 
sential and development, and will hold the two Secretaries and their —_ 
ordinates responsible for the manner in which they spend. The policy wil 
compel a greater degree of care in the distribution of the appropriations but 
it will be possible, if the estimates submitted in the budget should be ap- 
roved to use the money where it will do the most good. That the President 
is taking the deepest interest in military and naval expenditures is shown by 
an incident which has come to the attention of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 
It was represented to the President that his policy of economy had become so 
severe as to affect the value of the ration issued to the troops. He was told 
the cost of the ration had been cut to 29 cents. Mr. Coolidge explained there 
must be some mistake, for he had been informed by Mr. Weeks that the cost 
of the ration in 1924 amounted to 31.65 cents, and for this past fiscal year it 
was 30.94 cents, as against 29.78 cents for 1923. Moreover, the President stated 
the ration cost for the Navy was 50 cents, and he had further been advised that 
the food components of both the Army and Navy ration were ample and satis- 
fying. An investigation by the complainants showed that Mr. Coolidge knew 
what he was talking about. 


Fight on Army Quarters Plan 

HE PRESIDENT also discussed the question of quarters for the Army. 

He is in favor of using the funds to be obtained from the sale of real estate 
and buildings for the construction of new barracks, but he is confronted by 
the demand on the part of each community, where unneeded cantonments 
are located, to use the money derived from their sale for the erection of new 
buildings on the same sites. In the President’s view, this would be a waste 
of public funds, since there is no reason for the continuance of many of the 
localities as military centers. However, the President will support Secretary 
Davis’ recommendation that the Army be permitted to use the money gotten 
in this manner for the erection of suitable buildings in strategic locations. 


Human Nature and Europe’s Debts 
oy -rnertcl COOLIDGE, in his speech before the New York State Chamber 
of Commerce, last week, made some statements which are of direct interest 
to the Services. He again expressed disapproval of loans “used in ways that 
are not productive, like the maintenance of great military establishments.” 
Our possession of great resources “ought everywhere to be welcomed with 
rejoicing” as an economic reservoir which can be made available in case of 
need. And again: “America has disbanded her huge Armies and reduced her 
werful fleet, but in attempting to deal justly through the sharing of our 
nancial resources we have done more for peace than we could have done 
with all our military power.” 

The fact that the President would regret to see our riches become a source 
of envy and unfriendliness is an indication of his understanding of human 
nature everywhere. France certainly feels he is condemning her policy in 
 weteignnd forbidding loans which must be used to maintain her present 
orces, and that does not make for friendly sentiment. The British writhe 
under the payments they are making, and Italy, in her heart, holds we are 
seenias: her unduly. Foreign Powers understand, however, that while we 
ave disbanded our armies and reduced our fleet we have a potential military 
and naval power which is not to be disregarded; and if we were not so situated 
perhaps we would not be allowed, of our own volition, “to share” our financial 
resources. That the President is aware of the feeling abroad towards the 
United States is perhaps one of the reasons why he is in favor of the main- 
tenance of the Army at its present strength and against any further naval 
disarmament unless the whole world participates therein.

PAY OF RETIRED ARMY OFFICERS 


Dear Mr. Epitor: 

I have had over 41 years’ active service and 
am proud of nearly all of it. My two sons are 
in the Service. 

Your article on the McCarl decision in a re 
eent issue prompts me to “ask the JourRNaAL” 
when officers retired before July 1, 1922, are to 
receive the legal pay withheld from them by act 
of Congress. 

Mine at this date amounts to $2,500, and I 
can use it in approaching old age. I have been 
able so far to make a few dollars on the side 
in teaching, or in a business which does not 
sell to the Government. There are some re. 
tired officers with families to raise who are 





incapacitated for all work, to whom this rank 
injustice is a real hardship. 

As I remember it, a few years ago the Secre 
tary of War submitted to Congress a memo- 
randum prepared by a General Staff officer, to 
the effect that officers retired before July 1, 1922, 
had no cause for grievance because they were 
receiving three-fourths of the pay promised 
them. It ought to require very little menta] 
activity to see that three-fourths of the num- 
ber of dollars paid in 1908 is not three-fourths 
value in 1925. 

Our understanding for many years has been 
that we would retire on three-fourths pay—not 
on three-fourths of the number of dollars in 
the pay-scale of 1848 or 1908. In 1918, while 
in Siberia, we were sorry for the Russian officers 
because the Imperial ruble was worth only 10 
cents, instead of its former value of 50. When 
we returned to the United States we found it 
necessary to sympathize with each other be- 
cause our dollar was worth less than 40 cents. 
Four years later, in 1922, Congress finally gave 
an increase to active officers but carefully ex- 
cluded those already retired. The majority of 
congressmen individually admit this injustice, 
Why can they not collectively do something 
about it, with the celerity they used not long 
ago when they raised their own inadequate 
pay?

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PARIS NOVELTIES

i Mannequins who parade at the St. Cloud race track on Monday (a 
holiday in Paris this year, as All Saints’ Day came on Sunday) nearly all 
appeared in astrachan coats, so evidently the big dressmaking establishments 
and furriers are trying to put forward this fur. Other popular furs are wild- 
cat, dyed muskrat, dyed gazelle, and a new one like kangaroo called “Pigeke.” 
These are practical for semi-sport coats. But astrachan is coming into its 
own. Chanel and Lelong are both showing black velvet coats trimmed with 
gray astrachan, a very happy combination. J 

The more dressy type of coat appears in baby-lamb, caracul, and moleskin 
(which is fragile). Dyed Japanese fox collars and cuffs are used a great deal 
on caracul coats. Grunwaldt has a moleskin model which is straight: at the 
back and front, has deep godets at the sides, and with the skins worked in half- 
size and in the opposite direction from the coat proper. Godets may or may 
not be used on fur coats, the straight lines being equally fashionable. Some 
models have small godets forming a ripple across the back. Worked furs are 
seen in fancy designs in the arrangement of the skins.

For evening wraps chinchilla is the favorite but unfortunately it is very 
expensive, being difficult to find. Sable has almost entirely disappeared from 
the market. Ermine is not practical, but is frequently seen. Most people are 
content now to have a fur collar on an evening wrap instead of a lining or 
entire coat made of fur. In this case fox—silver, black, or blue—is the most 

opular. 

' "The weather having been rather mild lately, and not conducive to the wear- 
ing of furs, the long coats are kept for colder days. Still, a fox fur across the 
shoulders has ousted the scarf, so popular last spring. The narrow little neck- 
piece dear to Americans is never seen here, except on tourists or on those who 
have just come from across the Atlantic. It is one of tne infallible signs by 
which one can tell an American. Another earmark is the shoe, the long, low, 
flat-heeled, practical shoe, which lengthens the foot, and which is utterly 
scorned by the French woman. 

By the way, shoes this season should be made of two kinds of leather to 
be “in the note.” If the greater part is made of kid, the straps are of patent 
leather. Sometimes the heel and sides are of suede, and the toes and straps 
of the ordinary soft leather. Perugia, the famous shoemaker on the rue St. 
Honore, has an evening model of a satin shoe, the toe being of black satin, 
and the rest of the shoe in white. There is a large, oval-shaped black and white 
buckle across the instep.

MARINE CORPS ANNIVERSARY

The glorious record of the United States Marine Corps was the thrilling 
theme of the 150th birthday anniversary of this fighting aggregation held in 
Philadelphia recently. A tablet was placed, with appropriate ceremonies, on 
historic Tun Tavern where the Corps was organized; an impressive parade 
was held, and a banquet concluded the day’s observance, at which civic and 
military authorities paid high tribute to the sterling virtues of these “soldiers 
and sailors, too.” 

But it was a grave oversight on the part of someone, it is asserted, not to 
have included among the speakers at the banquet an honor guest, Maj. Gen. 
George Barnett, war-time commandant of the United States Marine Corps, both 
from the standpoint of his personal achievement in the Corps, through 43 years 
of service to it; his intimate knowledge of the inner workings of the Corps, 
and the fact that it was due to his foresight, sagacity, and efficiency that the 
United States Marine Corps was the only one of Uncle Sam’s outfits in the 
military service thoroughly equipped and ready when we entered the world 
conflict. There is an interesting story to be told for future generations of how 
General Barnett and his officers accomplished this, and,. furthermore, how he 
managed to get his men on the fighting lines in France. 

A speech more or less can mt add to or detract from General Barnett’s 
glory. It is a tradition of the naval service that an officer has the right to say 
as Dewey once said: “Give me my honors.” This General Barnett and his 
friends refrained from doing, but it is a matter of fact that the honor, through 
somebody’s blunder, was not given him at this historic banquet. It is claimed 
this incident demonstrates that the managers of the banquet fell short of the 
boasted Marine standard of highest efficiency.

Two of the boards will select officers to take instruction 
in engineering subjects. The first will pick students for mechanical, electrical, 
Diesel and aeronautical engineering. The second board will decide on candidates 
for communication engineering.

IGEST OF OPINIONS BY NAVY JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL—A 
number of Navy Judge Advocate General’s opinions, recently announced, 
include the following: 

It is held that an aircraft observer is a flying officer, since he must complete 
a course of training at Pensacola Naval Air Station, Florida. 

In a case where a plea of “guilty” was made before a deck court to a specifi- 
cation which did not allege an offense, it was held that the specification charg. 
ing a seaman with having clothing in his possession did not violate any order, 

In a general court-martial for embezzlement it was held that the charge was 
not substantiated, since a “hearsay document” was used to support it. Such 
hearsay evidence is prohibited on the principle that it is permitting one to testify 
without subjecting him to cross-examination. 

It was held, in another opinion, that when a discharge is issued by com- 
petent authority it can not be revoked except where it is procured by fraud or 
in violation of the law. 

The reduction of a period of confinement does not of itself reduce the loss 
of pay under accessories, the J.A.G. holds. When a discharge is adjudged and 
carried into effect, reduction will not affect the loss of pay which immediately 
is terminated by the discharge. 

An accused person in the naval service can not be found guilty of an offense, 
other than one enumerated as a lesser included offense under the original specifi- 
cation. This is the opinion of the Judge Advocate General in a case where the 
anaes was not proven guilty of the offense specified but of a totally different 
offense. 





U.S. FLEET NOTES 


The schedule of the Scouting Fleet for the first part of 1926 has been modified, 
The Destroyer Squadrons and Light Cruiser Divisions of the Scouting Fleet, with 
the Train, will leave their home yards Jan. 8 for the Guantanamo area; the New 
York, Utah and Trenton will leave Jan. 14, and it is believed that the Wyoming will 
be ready to sail from New York on Jan. 25. The Scouting Fleet will leave the 
Guantanamo area about Feb. 1 for the Canal Zone, will transit the Canal about Feb, 
7, and then operate with the Battle Fleet in a fieet problem. 








The plans for the U.S. Fleet concentration in the Canal Zone provide for the 
fleet basing on the Panama side during the greater part of February and the first 
part of March. The fleet will anchor at Balboa for upkeep, liberty, and athletics 
from Feb. 12 to Feb. 23, from Feb. 27 to Mar. 14, and from Mar. 6 to Mar. 15. 

During the stay of the fleet in Balboa arrangements will be made to secure as 
many of the smaller craft as possible alongside the dock or in the Basin, and this 
will probably include one squadron of destroyers from the Battle Fleet and one 
squadron from the Scouting Fleet. 

The Control Force will leave their home ports about Jan. 4 and arrive in the 
Canal Zone about Jan. 15. This Force will base on the Canal Zone during the 
fleet concentration and probably will remain south until about the first of May when 
they will return to New London. 

After the fleet concentration in the Canal Zone the Battle Fleet will return to 
the San Pedro-San Diego area for the completion of gunnery exercises and for 
maneuvers until the end of the fiscal year. The Scouting Fleet will return to Guan- 
tanamo and complete its gunnery schedule. The battleships participating in the 
Midshipmen’s Practice Cruise will arrive at their home yards on May 3 for overhaul 
prior to picking up the Midshipmen in the early part of June. ‘The remainder of 
the Scouting Fleet will probabiy arrive at their home ports about the middle of 
May and remain there until near the end of the fiscal year. 


Adm. 8. S. Robison, Commander-in-Chief, U.S. Fleet, with his flagship, U.S.S. 
Seattie, arrived in New York Nov. 13. The Seattle left San Diego on Oct. 17, but 
was delayed enroute to Panama by breaking the starboard propeller shaft. At 
Panama the starboard propellor shaft was removed and the Seattle proceeded to 
New York, via Guantanamo. During the stay in the Canal Zone Admiral Robison 
conferred with the Commandant of the 15th Naval District, the Governor of the 
Canal Zone, and the Commanding General in regard to the fleet concentration this 
coming winter. During the short stay of about 12 hours at Guantanamo the Com- 
mander-in-Chief conterred with Vice Admiral McKean, the Commander Scouting 
Fieet, in regard to the activities of the Scouting Fleet and the proposed schedules 
for the coming year. 

The Seattle immediately upon arrival went to the Navy Yard, New York, where 
she will undergo a two months’ overhaul. The home yard of the Seattle is now the 
Navy Yard, New York, where she will receive all major overhauls. 

‘rhe Seattle will probably leave the Navy Yard, New York, about Jan. 15 for 
West Indian ports and will precede the fleet to the Canal Zone, arriving there 
around the first of February. 


Submarine Division 19, less the S-47, under the command of Comdr. J. H. Hoover, 
left Colon Nov. 2 for a cruise to various ports in the Caribbean. Kingston, Jamaica; 
Santa Marta, Colombia, and Cartagena were visited by this division during the ten- 
day cruise. 

Submarine Division 19 is now based at Colon but will probably proceed to the 
eae with the Submarine Divisions, Battle Fleet, when they go north next 
March. 


From the number of inquiries received in the Canal Zone it is apparent that a 
large number of officers’ families intend to visit Panama during the stay of the fleet 
next winter. The Commandant of the 15th Naval District has called the attention 
of the officers in the various fleets to the fact that during the months of February 
and March, when the fleet will be in Panama, the tourist season is at its height, 
and that accommodations will not only be very scarce but the prices will be high. 
Attention has aiso been invited to the fact that there are no quarters obtainable in 
the Canal Zone and that the usual “vacation quarters’ are engaged many months 
ahead. 


The U.S.S. West Virginia, flagship of Vice Admiral Jackson, Commander Battle- 
ship Divisions, Battle Fleet, arrived at the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, on Nov. 9 for 
her annual overhaul and docking. Prior to the departure of the West Virginia for 
the Navy Yard the flag of Vice Admiral Jackson was transferred to the U.S.S. 
Maryland, which will be the flagship during the absence of the West Virginia. 


Orders have been issued by the Bureau of Navigation to Adm. S. S. Robison and 
members of his staff ordering them to the Navy Department for temporary duty for 
various intervals of time in order to consult with the officers at the department in 
regard to fleet activities and the coming winter maneuvers.

SS. CRUISER TRENTON COMPLETES A 72,000-MILE VOYAGE.—The 

U.S.S. Trenton, Capt. E. C. Kalbfus, U.S.N., comdg., now being fitted out 

at the Philadelphia Navy Yard as flagship of the Light Cruiser Force of the 

Scouting Fleet, recently established an enviable record by cruising 72,000 miles 

without a major breakdown during the year and a half that she has been in 

commission. The number of miles covered is the equivalent of almost three 
globe-girdling cruises. 

The Trenton started her shakedown cruise April 15, 1924, sailing for South 
Africa by way of the West Indies and Trinidad. The ship circled the Cape of 
Good Hope and cruised up the east coast of Africa. 

After showing the colors at Capetown, Durban, Zanzibar, Aden, Port Said, 
and Alexandria, the Trenton arrived at Naples, Italy, on July 29, 1924. On 
August 1 she was ordered to Bushire, Persia, receiving the salute of the Persian 
Government as an official apology for the murder of U.S. Vice Consul Imbrie, 
whose body was brought back to the United States on the Trenton, arriving 
September 29, 1924. 

Late in October, 1924, the Trenton searched in the Arctic regions for the 
Lief Ericcson, a small Norwegian ship which was long overdue on her voyage 
from Greenland. After cruising as far south as the Azores, the search was 
abandoned. 

The Trenton left Philadelphia, her home yard, to join the Scouting Fleet in 
Cuban waters on February 3, 1925. The ship went with the fleet through the 
Panama Canal and took part in the maneuvers of the United States Fleet off 
California and Hawaii. Following the maneuvers, the Trenton accompanied a 
part of the Battle Fleet to Australia and New Zealand, returning by way of the 
Marquesas and Galapagos Islands through the Canal. The Trenton then went 
to Guantanamo for annual target practice. 

The cruise ended on November 9, 1925, with her arrival at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard. During her cruises the Trenton carried two planes, which were 
used in the search for the missing Norwegian ship and during the Hawaiian 
maneuvers.

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ADIO IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED FOR THE NAVY.—Naval radio en- 
gineers are now working on a radio sending set that can be used in an 

emergency such as the PN-9-1 faced when its radio transmission apparatus 
was put out of commission as the plane was forced down on its Hawaiian 
flight. 

During the time that plane was in the water awaiting rescue those on board 
attempted to rig up a temporary sending set with which they could inform 
the searching ships of their approximate location. They did manage to make 
a set by use of what materials they had, but as it would send only over a short 
radius, they were unable to reach the searchers. The chief reason for their 
failure was the absence of fuel, they having used all of their gasoling 

In attempting to solve the problem of producing a satisfactory emergency 
sending set, various kinds of hand-power generators have been examined and 
modified, the naval aircraft factory at Philadelphia has submitted recommenda- 
tions on the subject and various details have been added by the experts in the 
radio division of the bureau of engineering. It is probable that an experi- 
mental -- oceaaeal will be constructed for tests in the hope that it will prove 
successful. 


The Radio Beacon recently developed by the Signal Corps of the U. S. 
Army permits a plane to fly to or from that station on a given course through 
directional transmission along the line of flight and requires no additional 
radio equipment on the plane beyond that ordinarily employed for reception 
of messages. The beacon can also be operated to give a rotating radio beam 
from which a pilot can determine his bearing with reference to that station 
with no additional equipment on the plane except a stop watch. A beacon of 
this kind has been constructed on the Model Airways and is giving most 
gratifying results in test flights. A similar beacon is soon to be erected and 
given a trial by the Air Mail Service.

THE FINANCIAL DIGEST 


BY RAYMOND V. SYKES 


One of the most interesting situations in Wall Street during recent weeks 
has been the proposed reorganization plan of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway as designed by Kuhn, Loeb & Company and the National City 
Company, and the opposition with which it has met under the leadership of 
Roosevelt & Son. 

A compromise finally has been reached which results in the junior bond- 
holders receiving 20 percent of their holdings in the new company in 50-year 5 
percent mortgage bonds, instead of receiving all their share in adjustment 
mortgage bonds. Another outgrowth of the modified reorganization plan is 
the addition of a conversion feature to the new 5 percent adjustment mortgage 
bonds. They will be convertible into preferred and common stock at the 
option of the holder at the rate of five shares of each class of stock for each 
$1,000 bond. 

Another consideration won by the Roosevelts was a voice in the choice of 
the five trustees in whom the voting power of the stock of the new St. Paul 
Company is to be vested until Jan. 1, 1930. The trustees approved are Elihu 
Root, Federick H. Ecker, Henry S. Pritchett, Samuel Rea, and W. D. Van 
Dyke. 

The assessment against the preferred and common stockholders as originally 
planned, and amounting to $28 for each share of preferred, and $32 for each 
share of common, remains unchanged. The preferred stockholders will receive 
$24 principal amount of new 50-year 5 percent mortgage bond and one share 
of new preferred stock for each share of old stock turned in accompanied by 
the assessment. The common stockholders will receive $28 principal amount 
of the same bond issue and one share of new common stock for each share of 
old common turned in accompanied by the assessment. For those who are 
unable to meet the assessment in full the new bonds may be sold or a loan 
made against them which would reduce the amount of cash called for to about 
$8.50 per share of preferred and $9.50 per share of common. 

From present appearances, the best speculative possibilities in the securities 
of the new company will lie in the 5 percent adjustment mortgage bonds. 
Interest on these bonds will be non-cumulative prior to Jan. 1, 1930, but cumu- 
lative thereafter. As stated above, they will be convertible into preferred and 
common stocks. There is a rather complicated provision in the indenture con- 
cerning the application of available net income toward the payment of interest 
on these bonds, but briefly, it is to the effect that one-half of the income each 
year, until the net income shall equal $10,000,000 shall be applied toward pay- 
ment of interest, and ail of the available net income in excess of $10,000,000 
a year shall be so applied. 

If the cases of the St. Louis-San Francisco, Missouri-Kansas-Texas, and In- 
ternational-Great Northern, all of which issued adjustment mortgage bonds 
with somewhat similar provisions, may be taken as an indication, the adjust- 
ment bonds of the new St. Paul System should prove a very attractive specula- 
tion. This is especially true at present, in view of the recovery and outlook 
in the Northwest. That section of the country appears to hold by far the most 
attractive future for the railroads, measured in terms of present market prices. 














COMPTROLLER GENERAL’S DECISIONS | 








In partially approving a claim by a captain in the New York National Guard 
for drill pay in that rank, the comptroller refuses a claim for pay while in com- 
mand of an organization on the ground that the unit the captain commanded 
for a five-month period with that rank was only entitled to have a first lieu- 
tenant in command, making the captain a supernumerary officer. 

The comptroller general sustained a settlement disallowing claims for com- 
mutation of quarters, heat, and light, and for difference in pay between first 
and second pay periods of a second lieutenant of the United States Army. He 
based his upholding of the original settlement for the first claim on the fact 
that the claimant did not occupy Government quarters available, despite their 
condition. 

The second claim settlement was sustained because the comptroller took 
the stand that the claimant, having been discharged as a first lieutenant and 
recommissioned a second lieutenant, was entitled to pay for longevity including 
his service as first lieutenant, but not to the increases which would have resulted 
if claimant had been continued in higher grade. 

Reaffirming a reconsideration disallowing the claim of a lieutenant, Medical 
Corps, U.S.N., for transportation of his dependents upon changing stations, the 
comptroller bases his refusal on the fact that the claim was disapproved prior 
to July 1, 1922, and that any decisions made since granting similar claims in no 
way affected the settlement or adjustment of claims prior to that date. The 
granting of claims since comes under the act of June 10, 1922, which became 
effective July 1, 1922. 
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TADIUM PLANNED FOR WASHINGTON, LARGE ENOUGH FOR 

ARMY-NAVY FOOTBALL GAME.—Plans of Lt. Col. C .O. Sherrill, Super-

The interest on the bonds necessary to establish 
the stadium would be met by charges for the big games which would be 
brought here, such as the Army and Navy game, Olympic games, and other 
national and world interest events.

The Mitchell Trial

Col. Mitchell took the stand immediately 
after court convened Monday, November 
22. Col. Blanton Winship, the law mem- 
ber, read from the manual, addressing the 
accused, that he could remain silent; he 
could testify under oath and subject to 
cross-examination, or he could make a 
statement either oral or in writing not 
under oath. “Do you understand these 
three rights?” asked Col. Winship. 

“I do,” replied Col. Mitchell. 


Col. Winship then informed the witness 
he could take time to discuss what pro- 
cedure he would adopt with his counsel, 
and Mr. Reid arose and said: “In view 
of the fact that witnesses have proven all 
of Col. Mitchell’s statements 100 percent, 
I desire to submit him to a full barrage 
of cross-examination by anybody in this 
case. 





. Sherman Moreland, the trial judge 
advocate, then asked the witness, “Do you 
desire to be sworn?” 

“I do,” replied Col. Mitchell, and he 
was duly sworn. 

After qualifying as a witness, Col. 
Mitchell reminded the court of recommen- 
dations he had advised, saying that most 
of them had not been carried out. Among 
his recommendations were, he testified: 

That as a general proposition the DH 
model of airplane be discarded and an en- 
tirely new model developed. 

That 300 of the DH-4 type planes be 
modified to change the position of the 
gasoline tank forward in order to increase 
the safety factor in case of a crash. 

That provision be made to give mechan- 
ics in aviation a status different from that 
of the ordinary soldier in order to obviate 
the necessity of subjecting the lives of the 
flying personnel to unnecessary risk. 

That air transports be made available 
for the carrying of air units. 

That combined maneuveurs be staged 
to test coast defense. 

That methods of protection against air 
raids in inhabited localities, including 
alarm signals, refuges, rations and medical 
assistance, be worked out. 

That provision be made for meteorologi- 
cal service in the Air Service. 

That telephone and telegraph lines be 
used to get weather information for fliers. 
(The witness explained that funds for this 
purpose have been cut off by the Govern- 
ment. ) 

That the Chemical Warfare Service and 
the Air Service cooperate closely. 

That amphibian planes be provided for 
first aid work, equipped with life pre- 


servers, fresh water, food and medical 
supplies sufficient to meet any emer- 
gency. 


That all-metal bombardment ships be 
ordered immediately. 

That the following projects be studied 
with a view to their execution as soon as 
practicable: A flight through Central 
America to Panama; a flight through 
Mexico to South America; a flight through 
Alaska to Asia and around the world; a 
flight through South America and the 
Antartie to Africa. 

That a route be developed through 
Alaska for aircraft opreations. 

That all airplanes be made of all-metal 
construction. 

That speed boats be furnished the first 
pursuit group at Selfridge Field so that 
fallen planes and pilots could be rescued 
from the lake there. 

That skiis be used on the landing gear 
of ships, so that the wheels could be dis- 
carded and the skiis substituted in case 
ot necessity. 

That bombardment ships with three or 
more engines be developed at once, so that 
the United States will not fall behind 
other nations in this respect. 

That a system be inaugurated of help- 
ing schools, such as the Culver Military 
Academy, to give a status of flying cadets 
to those undergoing flying instruction. 

That more study be made of the most 





recent development in _lighter-than-air 
craft—their use as airplane carriers. 

That a special study be made of pro- 
pellers with variable pitch, so that aircraft 
can meet varied conditions of the atmos- 
phere at certain altitudes. 

That the Government purchase latest 
European planes so as to obtain ideas in 
construction. 

That inadequate data and poor com- 
munications be corrected so as to save the 
lives of the personnel. 

That every airplane be equipped with a 
self-starter to avoid the danger of killing 
men performing the present manual oper- 
ations. 

That quicker means of servicing air- 
planes with gasoline be devised and in- 
stalled. 

That aerial torpedoes be developed. 

That new speed planes should be built 
for the 1924 races. (The witness ex- 
pressed the opinion that if this recom- 
mendation had been carried out Capt. 
Skeel and Lieut. Pearson would not have 
been killed in those races.) 

That arrangements be made _ with 
Canada for airways through that territory 
to Alaska. 

That skiis be devised for winter work 
for all types of airplanes. 

That all flight officers should be made to 
fly over the airways. 

That winter flights should be made by 
all personnel in the coldest weather. 

That a definite system of air defense be 
adopted for the Pacific. 

That apparatus for 
through fogs be developed. 


CROSS EXAMINATION 


The questioning turned to the Curtiss 
Eagle plane crash in 1921 between 
Langley and Bolling Fields with the loss 
of six lives and which the prosecution sev- 
eral days ago endeavored to hold Col. Mit- 
chell responsible for on the ground he was 
the highest ranking officer at the Virginia 
rod when the Eagle started on its fatal 

ight. 

“Were you in command of Langley Field 
in May, 1921?” asked Mr. Reid. 

“No, Maj. Hensley was,” replied the 
witness. 

“Did you have any connection with this 
plane’s taking off?” 

“T would like to read the report of the 
Eagle crash,” said the Colonel. 

“Where were you when the Hagle took 
off?’ interrupted Mr. Reid. 

“TI was taking tea in the Officers’ Club 
and saw the Eagle in the air on its way 
to Bolling Field. Now the opinion of the 
board of inquiry is,” and here Col. Mit- 
chell read: 

“ “The crash was due to unusual violence 
of winds accompanying a storm which the 
plane encountered, Neither blame nor cen- 
sure is attached to any individual.’ ” 

The report was signed by four mem- 
bers, Lieut. Col. James HB. Fechet being 
the chairman. Col. Fechet now is 
Assistant Chief of the Air Service, having 
succeeded Col. Mitchell. 

The witness then told how he took off 
in a single-seated plane about two hours 
later and encountered a severe storm near 
the mouth of the Wicomico River. He 
saw he couldn’t get through and worked 
up into Virginia. His plane was accom- 
panied by a DH flown by Capt. W. C 
Ocker and these two were. the only ones 
to get through that day. 

Col. Mitchell then told of the bombing 
tests on the Virginia Capes and which 
were arranged so as to make the pilots en- 
counter “unnecessary risks’ in flying more 
than 100 miles over water. On another 
occasion when the airmen were ordered to 
bomb from 10,000 feet the witness said it 
was his opinion that “it was a direct at- 
tempt to interfere with the efficiency and 
nullify the proceedings.” 

Mr. Reid asked the witness if he ever 
had ordered anybody to do anything he 
wouldn’t do himself and the colonel re- 
plied: “Not to my knowledge.” 

Mr. Reid then asked the witness to 
name the major American and French en- 
gagements he had participated in and when 
these were enumerated he was turned over 
to Maj. Gullion for cross examination. 

“Colonel, have you any idea of the esti- 
mated wealth of the United States,” asked 
Maj. Gullion. 

“No,” replied the witness. 

“The World Almanac of 1922 estimates 
the wealth at $302,803,862,000. Keep that 
in mind. The relevancy will come later.” 

“In your statement of September 5 you 
said in connection with the Pacific fleet 
maneuvers, “Let us see what actually 
would have happened to this fleet of circus 
vessels. Instantly on leaving San Fran- 
cisco, Pacific submarines would have 
planted mines at all entrances.’ What 
Pacific power do you refer to?” 

“Japan.” 

“Has Japan the greatest number of sub- 
marines?”

Maj. Gullion began questioning Col. 
Mitchell regarding charges he had made 
about the Pacific maneuvers of the fleet. 
He was asked where he got the informa- 
tion on which he based his charges that 
this was a “big parade,” presumably of 
no military value. 

“That was my opinion,” answered the 
witness, 

“Do you mean that all of your San 
Antonio statement was merely your 
opinion?” inquired Maj. Gullion. 

“I started it all out by saying it was 
my opinion,” said Col. Mitchell. 

“Then there is no statement of fact 
anywhere in it?” 

“No, it was all my opinion.” 

“Since all of your statements were not 
facts and were only based on your 
opinion,” asked the prosecution, “will you 
please state the source of your informa- 
tion so that we can differentiate between 
your opinions and your imagination.” 

“My source of information was studies 
I had made in the Northern Hemisphere 
and what I have seen looking into the 
future to see what our national defense 
should be,” Mitchell replied. 

Reading from the defendant's charges 
that the Australian cruise was a parade 
of the fleet that cost the Navy from 
$40,000,000 to $80,000,000, Maj. Gullion 
asked Col. Mitchell if he had read the 
plans for these maneuvers before issuing 
his statement. The witness said he had 
not. 

“Then how did you get your informa- 
tion?” demanded the prosecution. 

“From the newspapers,” replied Col. 
Mitchell. 

“Do you always get your information 
from the newspapers?” persisted Maj. 
Gullion. 

“Yes, whenever the Navy is concerned— 
you can’t get any information in any other 
way about the Navy,” Mitchell declared. 


TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 24 


Col. Mitchell took the stand immediately 
after court convened Tuesday, November 
22. Maj. Gullion continued the cross- 
examination where it was broken off the 
day before. 

“In your statement of September 5 
and in your direct examination you re- 
ferred to accidents in the Army Air 
Service,” said Gullion. 

“Which ones were they?” asked Mit- 
chell. 

“You refer to ‘flaming coffins 

“T did.” 

“Do you know the number of flying 
hours per fatality in 1921?” 

“I haven't the records.” 

“If I said 934 hours of flying was done 
for its fatality in 1921 would you be sur- 
prised?” 

“I haven't the data.” 

“Do you know the number of flying 
hours per fatality in 1922?” 

“TI don’t remember any of them.” 

“Do you know there are 1,327?” 

“IT don’t know.” 

“Do you know the number of flying 
hours per fatality in 1923?” 

“Not without referring to my notes.” 

“They were 2, a 

“T don’t know.” 

“Do you know the number in 1924?” 

“IT don’t know.” 

“Does the number 3,365 coincide with 
your recollection?” 

“I don’t know.” 

“Do you know the number in 1925?” 

“TI don’t remember.” 

“Does 5,269 coincide with your recol- 
lection?” 

“IT don’t remember.” 

“Do you not know that every year from 
1921 to 1925 there was an increasing 
safety of “as which amounted to 550 
percent in that time?” 
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Mr. Reid objected, and Col. Winship 
asked that-the question be put in another 
way. 

“Do you know the number of flying 
hours in the Air Service has increased 
from 934 to 5,269 per fatality in the last 
five years?” 

“I don’t know without referring to my 
notes, and I will say that that is a very 
misleading statement.” 

“Are you prepared to say that is not 
so?” 
“I am not prepared to say it is not so, 
but it is very misleading.” 

7 you know the percentage of in- 
crease in safety?” 

“There is none. There is a decrease in 
safety.” 

“If, in 1921, there were 934 hours per 
fatality and in 1925, 5,269, doesn’t that 
indicate an increase in percentage of over 
500 percent?” 

“It does not. It is misleading.” 

“Since there were five times as many 
accidents five years ago in new equip- 
ment as there are now, in what you say 
‘war’ and unsafe planes, does that indi- 
cate the equipment now is faulty?’ 

“It indicates that five years ago we 
were doing more military work than at 
the present time. The change in design 
of the DH has improved the plane, but 
they still are flaming coffins.” 

_ “Are you prepared to say there is an 
increase of safety of 500 percent?” 

“IT am not.” 

“In your statements of September 5 
you stated our pilots know they are going 
to be killed if they stay in the service and 
have to fly the old flaming coffins?’ 

“What planes were you referring to as 
“flaming coffins?” 

“DH's.” 

“You said yesterday, I believe, that the 


DH’s and JN’s (a war-time primary 
training plane) are dangerous?” 
“I said nothing about JN’s. However, 


they are dangerous. It constitutes crim- 
inal negligence to keep flying ships of that 
kind. They should have been done away 
with right after the war.” 

Maj. Gullion produced a_crash-board 
report on the death of Capt. McAvoy near 
Langley Field, Va., March 10 of this year, 
which laid the blame of the accident on 
low flying during a fog. 

He asked the witness if this crash was 
due to faulty equipment and Col. Mitchell 
coe: “Absolutely. The plane was a 
DH. It did not have fog-flying equip- 
ment, radio equipment to get bearings 
and navigating equipment.” 

“Have you any direct personal knowl- 
edge. The simple fact that it was a DH 
plane is enough.” 

“Then you set your opinion above that 
of the board of officers who inquired into 
the crash?” 

| do.” 

The line of questioning turned to the 
charge of Col. Mitchell that officers of the 
Air Service are so “bluffed and bulldozed 
that they dare not tell the truth in a 
majority of cases, fearing that they will 
be sent to the most out-of-the-way places.” 

“Do you refer to the air officers of the 
Army and Navy in general?” asked Maj. 
Gullion. 

“I refer to myself,” replied Col. Mit- 
chell. 

“Then you mean that you dare not tell 
the truth?” 

“No. I refer only to the part about 
being bluffed and bulldozed.” 

“Then in this statement in which you 
mention airmen you meant only yourself?” 

“IT meant myself principally. As far as 
I am concerned, I’ll tell the truth, but the 
other officers are afraid.” 

“Then are these others you speak of 
guilty of perjury or false swearing before 
these committees?” 

Mr. Reid immediately made objection 
and Col. Winship agreed that the ques- 
tion was not proper. 

“You see, Maj. Gullion knows so little 
about these congressional proceedings that 
he isn’t able to talk about them intel- 
ligently,” exclaimed Mr. Reid. “He 
doesn’t seem to know that in most cases 
the officers brought before these committees 
are not sworn. 

Maj. Gullion then said: “You have 
just testified that you were afraid to tell 
the truth.” 

“I did? Never,” said Col. Mitchell. 

“You say that the airmen are bluffed 
and bulldozed in the majority of cases; 
then you say you meant that to apply to 
yourself principally. How do you recon- 
cile your statement of September 5, that 
you were afraid to tell the truth, with 
your assertion now that you always tell 
the truth?” 

“I made no such statement.” 

“Of course, he never made such a state- 
ment as that,” shouted Mr. Reid, before 
Mitchell could reply. “To say he did is 
false and misleading.”

“Do you consider you were sent to an 
out-of-the-way place as you charged jp 
your statement officers who told the truth 
would be?”

Mr. Reid was on his feet with an ob 
jection, but Maj. Gullion, who had reached 
the highest peak of enthusiasm since he 
began cross examination, virtually shouted 
over Mr. Reid’s protest : 

“I’m going to show the accused cribbed 
page after page of this book.” 

“Now, he can’t get away with that! It 
shows how much he knows of this case, 
He wants to try a copyright suit here,” 
said Mr. Read. 

Maj. Gullion interrupted by recalling 
the accused’s words in the San Antonio 
statement that “whenever I make a state 
ment it always is authentic.” 

Col. Blanton Winship asked: ‘What 
part of this refers to the issues in this 
case ?”” 

Maj. Gullion replied that when Mr, 
Reid put Col. Mitchell on the stand he 
said: “There’s a witness I don’t care who 
under the sun cross-examines him.” He 
added, “I’m cross-examining him to show 
he didn’t write the book. 

“The defense offered witnesses to prove 
the truth of his statements. I’m offering 
show his statements are not 


“I’m ready to pass on that question,” 
said Col. Winship, addressing the presi- 
dent, and he ruled that the objection of 
defense counsel be sustained and the court 
held that the pamphlet not be introduced 
in evidence. 

“You claim that the air policies are 
dictated by non-flying officers. Are you 
familiar with the organization of the War 
and Navy Departments?” 

“To some extent.” 

“You feel familiar enough, then, to 
criticize the organizations from these 
partments about the air policies?” 

“To some extent.” 

“Do you know who constitutes the joint 
aeronautical board?” 

“Not all of them, but I believe there 
are two representatives of the air service 
on it.” 

Maj. Gullion here named six Army and 
Navy members of the board who repre 
sented, in one capacity or another, the 
various air branches of the Army an 
Navy and asked Mitchell if he did_ not 
think these officers were qualified to direct 
the Government air policies. The witness 
replied that because these members were 
designated as representatives of the air 
services he wouldn’t call them flying offi- 
cers, remarking: 

“It’s easy enough for anybody to get 
a trick license to call themselves flying 
officers by taking a little training.” 

“Has the War Department a general 
order defining its aircraft policy?” sud- 
denly asked Maj. Gullion. 

Col. Mitchell said he believed there was 
some such order and asked that he be 
shown it. : 

“Yes, that’s it, unfortunately,” [re 
marked the witness. “It isn’t worth the 
paper it’s written on. It is one of the 
most dangerous documents that could be 
gotten up for the national defense.” 

“Didn’t this order originate with the 
Joint Aeronautical Board?” demanded 
Maj. Gullion. 

“Maybe it did, 
officers.” 


WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 25 

The morning session of the court pro 
ceedings of November 25 was largely taken 
up by Col. Herbert A. White, U.S.A., mili- 
tary counsel for the accused, in disposing 
of odds and ends of stipulated evidence 
assembled from the records of the War and 
Navy Departments in substantiation of 
various charges made by Col. Mitchell, de 
fendant, in his statement made at San 
Antonio.
